Subsection L3o(b) sutlorizes tirporary storaze incident to s shipmsnt

while subsection %05(d) authorizes the nontexporary storagze of baggege
end household effects when it is considered more eccacmical to the
United States. The regulations relsting to storage of household goods
authorized to be prescribed ere ccomtained in the Joeint Travel Reguletions,
Voluze I, Chapter 8, porsgraph M5100, referring to temporary storage and
paragrapa MS101 relating to nontemporary storags.

Temporary ctorzge is storage authorized in commection with a

ghipment of permanent change-of=station weight ellovance of housenold
goods the rigat to waich mzy accrue at place of origin, in transit, at
destination or eny cozbination thereof; whereas, noaterporary storage is
that storagze other than temmorary which is suthorized in lieu of shipment
of such effects., Under the resulations texmporary storage may be converted
to nontemporary storage only wien the goods exe in texporary storage at
the place of origin and the perber is entitled pursuant to further permae
nent changee-of~-stetion orders to nontemporery storage or shipment asz he

Upon receipt of permsnent change~cf-station orders, a member is
entitled 4o shirment of his household goods or, if suthorized, may bave
his goods pleced in nontevmorary storage at Governuzent expemse, Thus,
temporary storage in commection with a shipment and nontemporery storasge
which s in lieu of shipzment are incorpatible and cardinations ¢of shipe
ment and ronterporery storage are not suthorized.

In the circumstences described by the Assistant Secretary where the
houseksld goods heve been shipned end placed in terporary storage et or
near cestination, the rember has exercissd his risat of election to skip
and there is po suihority under the law to couvert terporary storaze 1o
ponterporaryr ctorase Thaich is in ldeu of saircent, &t the erpiration of
the 180~day texporery storege period alloved by the regulations.

With vespect to extension of the 180+«day terporary storase period
of a reuber by a period eguivalcut to the peried of his absence cue to
operationsl requiremsnts of his unit, we zre still of the view that
storzze in ercess of 6 ponths, or the cubstantially similar reriod of
180 cays, could not rzasozztly be censidered as tmmooroary vilain the cone
terplation of the siatute. in our gecision of Deccmber 12, 1xwl, L1
